Crown Wins Appeal 
On Point Of Law 


Mr Justice J..R. Gregg, Acting Chief Justice, 
at the Appeals Court this morning allowed an 
appeal by way of case stated by the Crown on a 
point of law involving a summons against a clinic

attendants.

Mr Blair-Kerr told the Court 
that the appeal was at the in- 
slonee cf the. Attorney-General 
and was against the decision of 
a Magistrate at Central in dis- 
missing the summons. The 
ground of the appeal was that
